spect and reanlta. 

"I am speaking now, you under 
atand, not of the natural Inniy kiekers 
wj .) wl'h abundant mIiMItv t i back 
thpm stride In and kick with vigor 
nnd jowcr, getting what they want 
because 'hey can make good, but of 
the multitude of men to whom, as 
have said, whether to kick or not may 
be a grave question. These men must 
consider, and It may be that they do 
spend many trying days and nights In 
considering, whether they shall sUn 
up and fight or let thinus ro. 

"Those must have a clear cause, .nml 
they must know when to kick and how 
If thev siiereed they take a step up. 
and then with broader resolution and 
greater strength, if they have got the 

Jtuff In them, they keep on. If thev 
all their caae may be worae than be 
tore. It la a grave queetloa for many 
people. 

"As to many things that may not be 
purely personal we commonly leave 
the klcklnp to be flnu,- by other i-eo 
pie; and In their kicking we may find 
much relief, liut a.s i,, whether we our 
selves shall kick or bo patient, wheth 
er we shall try taking the bull by the 
horn!< and take the chance of being 
tossed, or sit down and wait, why, that 
atlll remaiaa a queatlon that each man 
Buat aettle for himaelf."
